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To the Hon. the Senate of the United State*. 
Fathers, 

We your children beinf; chiefs and principal man 
of the several Indian Tribes hereunto subscribed, 
would request your Hon. Body to hear us a few 
words. 

As the settlements of the white people were 
erowdingf upon ours in the State of N. York, where 
we all heretofore resided and where many of our 
people still reside, and as they were greatly annoy¬ 
ed by the venders of ardent spirits among them, and 
by other evils under which they were fast diminish¬ 
ing, they clearly saw the necessity of seeking a new 
fire-place, where they would be more secluded 
from the infinence of wicked white people, and lest 
exposed to many temptations. After some delays 
and disapooin^mentsour Great Father the President 
of the United States, gave us permission to make a 
Treaty with our Brethren in the Northwest part of 
the Territory of IVficbigan, to purchase lands, where 
we might enjoy the advantage** we desired. W« 
nccordinirly made a Treaty with our Brethren tho 
Menominie and Winnebago Tribes of Indians, to 
purahase a tract of land lying on both sides of Fox 
Fiver, from the outlet of Winnebago Lake to tho 
foot of the Grand Kaccalin. This Treaty was ap¬ 
proved by tho Preaidont of the U. S., and we ooa- 
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§tder9<t the lands therein purchased, fully confirmetf 
to us and our children forerer. As this Treaty did 
Dot contain sufficiant room for the coufenient aet^ 
dement of the sereral Tribes concerned in it, a 
second permission was obtained of the President of 
the U. S. to make a second Treaty to purchase 
land, and we purchased of the Menominie Indinns 
a large tract of land lying on both sides of Fox 
Rirer, and Green Bay, to be occupied in common 
with us, they having a right to settle thereon, where- 
ever it should be agreeahle, not interfering vrith 
our settlements. Of this purchase, that part lying 
on the South East side of Fox River and Green 
Bay as far as Pttirgeon Bay, was approved by the 
President of the U S. that being deemed by him 
suffic ent for the Tribes conccfned in the Tieaties. 
But we were at the same time informed by the Hon. 
the Secretary at War, that we might settle on any 
part of the land purchased with perfect safety. 
Hers, Fathers, we hoped to epjoy a safe retreat for 
ourselves and children, and that to remote genera¬ 
tions, we and"they shonid remain undisturbed in the 
possession of this distant country. But how great 
was pur surprise and sorrow, when at the late Trea- 
n held by his Excellency Gov. I,. Cass and Col, 
Thos. L. McKenny, at the Little Butte des Morts, 
our lands were purchased by them as Cemroission- 
ers of the U. S. and thus our hopes securitv in 
t^his last refuge destroyed. If Treaties thus made 
by os with the approbation of public authority, and 
confirmed hy the same, are to he thus disregarded 
»nd trampled on, on what can we rely, or where shall 
we ever rest 1 This purdia^e of cur Jsrds vies 
made, not only without our corrent srd eerfrary to 
our most earnest wishes, hut afso without even eon- 
suiting us at all! We were net allowed s hearing 
nor even asked whether we would consent to sell or 
not. It has indeed been said tons, that this Treaty 
does not effect our claims, hut leaves them still good. 
But if our right to the lend we have purchased is 
considered good, why is it purchased again from 
others, and nothing said to us 1 And if any right 
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eofirrfbe thus obtainerj' to the laofl which we occu¬ 
pied in common with rfio Menominies, surely it 
could not be to that part which lies within the first 
Treaty, in which there was no such condition. We 
ere not unwillinj; that our white Brethren should 
have some land in this re<rioD, but wa entreat you 
not to suffer our lands to be thus forcibly taken from 
us, confrarrto solemn Treaty and without our con¬ 
sent. If this Treaty, to purchase our land from us 
without our consent, and a^ain.st our wishes, should 
be confirmed, it will serve wholly to discourage the 
emigration of our people from the East.—Indeed 
the attempts which have been making to obtain 
such aTi-eatv. have hindered many from coming to 
this country who would have been here before now, 
if no such attempts had been made. It would be 
unreasonable for them to leave their country and 
their homes, when they could, have no security that 
they should remain undisturbed in the country they 
had purchased. Fathers, we wish that this Treaty 
mav not he confirmed, but that Commissioners 
might he appointed, and sent to Green Bay next 
spring, to meet Delegates from all the Tribes of In¬ 
dians in the v^^tate of N. York, concerned in the pur¬ 
chase* of land in that country, fully authorised to 
assist them infixing the boundaries of their several 
locations, on principles of Justice and Equity, and 
to confirm these locations to them and their de¬ 
scendants forever, but without their possessing the 
right of selling them to white people without the 
approbation of all the Tribes concerned. This 
measure if adopted would give our people that se¬ 
curity in the possession of their lands, which they 
need, and would encourage the scattered remnants 
of our Tribes to remove to that country, in the hepe 
of their enjoying for ihemselvos and their children 
a permanent residence. Fathers, we have no 
more to say. We put confidence in your clemency 
and Justice to hear us. and trust you will not suf¬ 
fer us to he deprived of that country which we have 
fairly and honorably obtained, and which we wish 
to inhabit, and leave for a possession to our children. 
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We remaiiv w?th sentiments of the highest respect 
your friends and children.

TN prRsenting the forpgofn? Petition, the Cbieft 
of the Six Mitions Stockhridge and others, beg 
leave to accompany it with a few words, setting 
forth more particularly their rfla.-sons for objecting 
to the ratification of the Treaty made by the IJ. S. 
Commissioners at the Butte ries rnorts in 1827, and 
to give a short historv of the manner by which they 
came in possession of this country, showing that it 
was through the advice, assi.stanca and approbation 
of the Government. 

It is well known that the migration of the Tndiano 
has been weatward—that in proportion as tke whit# 
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^i{>pulfttion advance*, they recede. Thi* fact was 
agilttted in Council by tlie 5?ix ^at^ons as early ns 
1810, and they were encournjred to hope, by several 
Officers of Government that »ow.e permanent rest¬ 
ing place ahoulo be provided tor ihem, uhere they 
uiight remain in peace lor ages. 7 hey were indu- 
Hjed to present a mtruonal to the Honorable the Sec¬ 
retary ol War, on the subject ol 'J reating w iih their 
Brethren eotnewhere at the we*t, lor auch a coun¬ 
try ae might be sintahle for their permanent resid¬ 
ence. Tiiie raemonal was sent forward in 1815, 
and couimencee a series of negociation between the 
War Office and the Six JN’ations, extracts and parts 
nf which we beg leave to present. After shewing 
in this memorial their desire to procure u country 
of some of their western Brethren they say 

“ Th® Sachem* and Chiefs of the Six Nations 
“are however aware of the inipiopriety of loim- 
“isg any definitive reuolutioij* on a measure so ma- 
“terially aft'acting the future couditicn or welfare of 
“their people without the advice and approbation 
“of the government ol the li. S that has to long 
“cherished and protected them, and to which they 
“are closely united by the brighiesl cliaiu ol peace 
“and friendship. 


“ The object of this memorial is iherofore to en- 
“ quire I irst, whether the governnieni will consent 
“ to our leaving our present habitations, and i emo- 
“ ving into the neighborhood of our western Brclh- 
“ ren \ t^econdly, w helher if we should ebtain ei- 
“ ther by gift or purchase, from our western friends, 
“a seat on their lands, the government will ac- 
“ knowledge our title in the same manner as it now 
“ acknowledges it in those from whom wc may re- 
“ceiveii'l And 'ihirdhj, whether our removal wilt 
“ be considered as changing in any mnnner the re- 
“ lations now subsisting between our Tribes and 
“the Government, or whether they will be permit- 
“ ted to continue the same i and existing treaties 
“still remain in force, and annuities paid as bereto- 
“fore ? We send this hy our approved Iritnds, 
“ Gen. Porter, and Mr. Granger, and Capt. Parish. 
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After the strong and repeated proofs given by 
** the (SIX iSaiiuus ut ibeir tiieudsbip auci auadimeut 
“ tor tue ti. b* llie iSucheius, and Otiieie, teei uaau- 
*‘red tbat ibeir wish ot reoiuviug lo a iiiuru uioiant 
^‘pai'tul lue counlr}', will uot be altribuied lu auy 
UiaauliHiucliou towards ibeir wbite bieibieu.——> 
‘'Aud ibey are persuaded tbat uo puliitcal couce> 
‘‘queuces lujurioua to tbe L). b. will result from 
<‘bucb removal. Ou tbe coulrary they cauucti but 
bop« tbat tbe represeutatiuua they will be able to 
« muRe to tbeir wobtern breiiireo o; the fneudly dia- 
“ posilioD ot the people towards tbe uativea utidar 
“ ibeir protectiou, aud of the honor and good faith, 
“ always observed by the hovernntent lu us ueaiiogs 
“ witu ub, will greatly tend to render tbeir trieud- 
** ebip permaueut aud tbeir fidelity secure.” 

it will be perceived that this uiemorial was made 
with due care to ascertain wnetber tbe government 
baa a desire to promote their welfare, so tar as to 
provide them a seat in some weattru country, and 
whether the title to auy lands which might be bO ob¬ 
tained, would be ackuowledged aud respected.-— 
Tbe following answer ot the lioaoraOle tVlr. Craw- 
tord iSecretary ul War, shows tbe pertect cordiality 
witb wbicb tbeir project was received.

Brothers of the Six Aatwns, 

The memorial which you have sent to your great 
father the President, by your liieude, Gen. Porter 
and Mr. Granger, has been presented by them, in 
this memorial you make known to your great father 
your desire to remove from your present settlements 
in New-York, with a view to settle upon lands in tbe 

^ 0 gt;-and wish to be informed whether the 

government will consent to it; whether if you ob¬ 
tain a seat upon the lands of your western brethren 
your title will be acknowledged by the government, 
in the same manner as it now doea those trom 
whom you may receive it; and whether your remo¬ 
val will, in any manner, change the relations now 
subsisting between your several tribes and the gov¬ 
ernment ; whether existing treaties will still re- 
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main in force, and the annuities paid as heretofort. 
Brothers, 

Your Great Father the President bavinjf duly 
considered all your requests, and extremely rfeairou# 
of givinjf to his children of the Six Nations a partic 
ular mark of his friendship and attention to their 
interests, has directed me to inform the Sachemi 
of the Six Nations that ALL their requests are 
granted. Your Great Father consenii to your re¬ 
moval and settlement with your Brethren in the 
west, an.I declares that your removal shall, in no 
manner changre your friendly relations and existing 
treaties with the {jovernment and that your annuities 
shall be p 1 as heretofore, tie also agrees to ac¬ 
knowledge the title to such lands as you shall ob¬ 
tain by grant, or otherwise, from your western 
brethren in the same manner as he acknowledges the 
title of all friendly Indian Tribes. “ 

Brothers,—Your Great Father, the President, 
has also directed me to advise you to define the lim¬ 
its of the sea^s which you are about to obtain from 
your brethren in the west, and furnish the govern¬ 
ment with its metes and bounds so that in treaties 
to be held hereafter with other tribes, your lands 
may not be granted away by them. I'he Agent of 
the United States will be instructed to assist you in 
defining, and if necessary, io making the lines of 
your new possessions. 

Brothers,—-In granting all your requests, your 
Great Father the President, has not been unmindful 
of the friendship which you have uniformly manifes¬ 
ted to your white Brethren, and he confidently ex¬ 
pects that the same friendship will continue to di¬ 
rect all your actions. 

He calculates much upon the influence which your 
pacific and friendly intercourse with your red breth¬ 
ren in the west, will have upon their relations with 
the United States in avoiding all hostilities in future.

‘So full an answer needs no comment; from 'thU 
time forward, the attention of the Six Nations, was 
directed to this object, to them of nil importance, 
A Deiegalicn of the Six Nations attondeil n Trea¬ 
ty at I' ort iVleips in 1B17, uith a tiew of obtain- 
in lands in that neighbor hood, Uui lulled ol success 

wnicb rather discuuiu^od tliem lor a time *- 

The subject was hov\tver revived again iu 1819, 
when they received a visii I'roiu tlie Rev. Dr. Morse 
who encouraged them to ihe same object by repre¬ 
senting the lavorable ligiit in which tlie subject had 
been viewed by Government, and promising bis 
particular iiillueuce and assistance in their behalf, 
staling that there might be a country near Green 
Bay, west ol lake Michigun, suited to their wants. 
The winter following Mr. Eleuzer Williams was 
deputeil to visit W ashington, and liehl conferences 
with the President and Secretary of War on the ex¬ 
pediency of being sent by the ISix Nations 
to explore the country on the waters of Green Bay, 
and b ox River, with a view to select some suitable 
site, and it possible to make a Treaty with the 
Tribes owning the sod. It was then agreed by the 

*At this period the Delaware, Stockbridge and Miinsee Tribe* 
owned landa on White River m luOiaua Territory, ceded them bjr 
the IVliami Tribe, about u liuiidreJ years bel'ore. On a portion of 
these lands, liio Delawares had some time previously located them¬ 
selves, and to this place were the Stockbridge and Munsees direct¬ 
ing their attention. 

In 1818, a band of about forty in number, of the Stockbridge 
Tribe, were fitted out to go on, and make a settlement in this Ter¬ 
ritory, and tiius open the way lor the removal of the remainder of 
the 'Tribe. But ere they arrived at the place of their destination the 
Delaware Tribe alone, t eded to the United Slates Commissioners, 
at a 'Treaty held the same year at St. Mary’s, (Ohio) all the 
lands which were owned jointly and equally by the Delaware, 
Stockbridge, aud Muusee Tribes, as aforesaid. 

In 1819, the Stockbridge Tribe, marie aii application to govern- 
iTieot for redress in the case of those lauds, of which they had been 
ao unjostly deprived. In 1820 they renewed their application :

In pursuance of these arrangements the party 
*et mit in the spring of 1820 and proceeded as far 
fis Detroit, w'here they were informed that Col. 
Dowyer, the U. S. Agent at Green Bay, had just 
concluded a Treaty with the .Menominies for the 
very country they had in view. They accordingly 
returned and laid the cause of the failure of their 
visit before the Hon. the Secretary of W^ar, praying 
thatBowyer’s Treaty might not be confirmed, and 
were soon informed, that their wishes in relation to 
It, had been complied with, and that they were once 
more at liberty to proceed and attempt a Treaty 
with their Brethren. 7’he Deputation ptoceeded 
cgftin on the same business in the springot 1821 , 
and the Stockbridge and Munsae Nations having re¬ 
linquished their claims on White River, joined the 
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party this oensoD, havinp obtnined similnr per- 
piipsions from the Secretary of War, to those piven 
the Six Nations. Three of the chiefs from Stock- 
briHpe and one from the Munsees were included 
ip the numlxer, making a party of fourteen Depu¬ 
ties. 

The following from the Secretary of War, are 
copies of soQie of the documents furnished the Dep¬ 
uties, before setting out on this second expedition.

The Deputies on arrivinst at Detroit called oiii 
C. C. IVowbridge, (as hi:« Excellency Gov. Casa 
was absent) who had previously been appointed by 
the Governor, agreenblo to inafriictions received 
from the Secretary of War, to accompany them to 
Green Bay, and superintend the negociation as A- 
gent on the part of the U. 8. Accordingly on re¬ 
ceiving their papers, .Mr. Trowbridge accompanied 
them to Green Bay, and a Treaty was, after much 
difficulty, owing to the interference of the French^-

bon, the limited quantity of lands po-ssessed by them, and the diffi¬ 
culty they therefore e.xperiftnced in gaining a livelihood. I’lie Win- 
nebaooes expressed a great deal of sorrow at thi.s answer, and pro- 
bosod to feVve Uwir lirctiiren of Iho East, tiip lands on the h ox Itiv- 
er, from the Grand Chute to the Wiiinehagoe Lake, a distance of 
four and a half miles. Perceiving that the Menominies were as- 
tohisUed at this reply, it was thoii«lit advieahle to adjourn the 
fcouiicil with a view to give them time for reflection. On the fol¬ 
lowing day they mot the Deputies again, and having slated that 
their minds had changed, proposed to join the Wmnehagoes in a 
cession of the lands trom the foot of the Grand Kakulin, to the 
hapids of the Wir.nebags Lake. Immediately the Articles of the 
Treaty were proposed, but heforo being finished, the Menominies 
received a message from some person without the house, inconse¬ 
quence of which some of the Chiefs left the room, and a whispering 
commenced among those who remained. We perceived at once 
the cause of the confusion, and began seriously to fear the influence 
of the Prench inlii'iit tnts, some of whom had exerted themselves 
in opposition to our measure, from the time of our arrival. Aft^ir 
some momouls the Chiefs woo had left us returned, and it was dif¬ 
ficult to procure a deciaive answer to our question, “ whether they 
would sign a grant,” the terms of which had been proposed bf 
ihcmselves alone ; alter a good deal of hesitation between their 
OWN I.NCLIN ATKJN and that of their ADVISERS, they told 
us that their speaker had not expressed their true sentiments, but 
that their first determination on our proposition was unchanged and 
unchangeable. All hopes of effecting a purchase of the Menomi- 
nies we're now at an end ; for we felt sensible, as wellfiom experi¬ 
ence as from information, that they were guided »/j EVERY 
THING theadviceand instruction of the principal FRENCH¬ 
MEN at the place ! who have ever opposed with zeal the progre.xs 
of settlement and improvement in their country. 

U )on reflection it was thought advisable to make another attempt, 
and the council was declared adjourned until the morning of the 
nineteenth, at which time the Winnebagocs were requested to at¬ 
tend, and sign the Grant which they had first proposed; the Me- 
uoiTiinies were told that if they should feel disposed to join i.o tbs 
Grant, we should be pleased to see them also. In the evening th« 
two Nations had a council at their encampment, and ia the morn¬ 
ing they all assembled, and signed the Treaty, of which I have the 
honor to enclose you a copy !

Rcgis Stockbridge, and Munsee Na- 
tions, do hereby CEDE, RELE VSE, and QUI T CL \t .1 to tba 
people of the said Six Nations, and the s .id St. K ,gis, Sfockhrid-ro 
and Munsee Nations forever, all the right, title, interest and 0!^"* 
of them, theMe-iominie and Winuehago Nations of Indians, to the 
lands comprehended within, and described by the following houii- 
daries, viz : Beginning at the foot of the rapids on the Fox Riv- 
er, usually called the Grand Ka'calin ; thence up said Rivar to 
the rapids at the Winnebago Lake; and from the River extending 
back, in this width, on each side to the North West and to the 
South East equidistant with the lands claimed by the said Menom- 
inie and vvianebago Nations of ludiaas. 

A^icle 2d. The Six Nations, and the St. Regis, Stockbridge 
and Munsee Nations of Indians, do promise and agree to, and wah 
the Menominie and Winnebago Nations of Indians, that they the 
Menoiiiinio., and Winnebagoes, shall re.serve to themselvM the 
right of occupying a necessary proportion of the lands hereby ce¬ 
ded for the purpose, of hunting, and also the right of fisbina, pro¬ 
vided nevertheless, that they, the Menominies, and Winnebagoes in 
such use, and occupation, shall commit no waste, or depredation 
on such lands as may be under improvement by either of the said 
Six Nations, St, Regis, Stockbridge or Munsee Nations. 

Article 3d In consideration of the cession aforesaid, the Six 
Nations, and the St. Regis, Stockbridge and .Munsee Nations afore- 
aaid. Do agree to pay to the Menominie and Winnebago .Nations 
aforesaid, withm one year from this date, the sum of fifteen bun- 
dred dollars in Goods ; and they have also paid to the said Winne¬ 
bago and Menominie NaUons this day the sum of Five Hundred 
dollars, the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged by said Meiio- 
minie and Winnebago Nations ” ^

Stockhridges Munaecs Sir-, nnd it was 
determined to aek permission to revisit GreeiiBay, for 
the purpose of endeavoring to procure an extension 
of the cession. As the Treaty made by virtue of 
the permission so obtained, is the one which has 
given such otfencelo our enemies, pariicularly the 
French inhahiiants, and which is inlringed upon 
by the Commissioner’s Treaty at Bniie ties morts of 
1827 ; we wish to he particular in showing that it 
was duly authorized hj ihe Goverimient;—and we 
are fortunate in having it,e nccessar) vouchers at 
hand. The following extract from a copy of a let 
ter of the Secretary of VVnr to Solomon U. HeO' 
drick contains the desired permission. 


Extract of a letter from the Secretary o^ War, to Solomon tf. 

Hendrick, Deputy from the biockhr'dge Nation, dated ISth 

February 1822. 

1 have received your communications of the 5th 
insl. and return herewith the original I reaty conclu¬ 
ded at Green Bay, between the Deputies from the 
Stofckhridge and other Tribes of the ^ix Nations, 
and the Menominres, and Winnebagoea endorsed 
by the President approved. 1 regret that any por¬ 
tion of the Hix Nations is dissatisfied with the 
Treaty, but as one of the causes of dissatisfaction 
appears to be the distance of the country ceded 
thereby from Green Bay, end may be obviated by 





procuring an extension of the cession as proposed, 
the permission which is solicited for another depu¬ 
tation from the Stockbridge and other Tribes of 
the Six Nations, to visit the country again for that,, 
purpose is granted. 

The country the Six Nations have, or may ac¬ 
quire from the Menorainiea and Winnebagoes 
he held by them in the same manner as it was by th» 
Jndians who previously owned \t. The Deputies 
that may be appoifiled to make the arrangement 
(not exceeding six in number) will be provided with 
letters similar to those given to them last year, and 
orders will be given for them to be furnished with 
one ration each, while on their journey and enga¬ 
ged in effecting the object of their vi»it. ^ * * 

Governor Cass has been instructed to give the 
Indiana who may emigrate from the Stockbridgo 
and other Tribes of the Six Nations, erery facli- 
ty in h>s power in fixing themsehes upon the lands 
they have acquired o( the Menoaiiniea and VVinneba*- 
goes.

8tR, —The Secretary of War, has authorized the 
Six Nations from the state of New York, to pro¬ 
cure from the Menominies on ea^hnsion of the ces¬ 
sion which was made last year, upon the Fox Riv¬ 
er, and approved by the President of the United 
States. 

The Delegation from the New-York Indians, will 
accompany you to Green Bay, for the purpose, and 
as the Indian Agent is not there, you are authorized 
to superintend tha negociatioa on the part of the 
United States. 

The object in procuring this cession, is not only 
to provides Tract of country sufficient for the res- 
idence of these Indians, hut also to exclude from 
iU and from its vicinity any white settlements. ——»

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T\\b advance, which these Indians have made in im¬ 
provement, fbeir education, habits and associations, 
and the annuities which are due to them, secure 
their friendship and fidelily to the United States.— 
And they will thus act as an important advanced 
post, in an exposed quarter, where they will be sur¬ 
rounded bv doubtful or disaffected Indians. It is 
important therefore, that their situation should be 
as pleasant to themselves as possible—And there 
is probably no consideration connected with the sub¬ 
ject more important to them, than the CERTAIN 
TENURE of their lands, and the power of preven¬ 
ting, the introduction of that bane of Indian im 
protJewew/ARDENT SPIRITS. To ensure these 
objects, they are desirous of extending the cession 
as far down the Fox River as possible. Y<uwVl 
aid them in th\s effort, and d\ef\nctly state to the 
Mknomimes, and the French inharitants, that it 
has the sanctio.n of the Government of the Uni¬ 
ted States. How far the Menominies’ title ex¬ 
tends in this direction, I am notable to determine. 
This fact can he better ascertained upon the spot. 
Of the particular course of the Negociation, I can 
say nothing. It must be discretionary of the par¬ 
ties, and with you. What is done, must be redu¬ 
ced to the form of Treaty, and one of the originals 
transmitted to me, to be forwarded to the Govern¬ 
ment.

their part, the receipt whereof is hereby a< knowledgeO by the Me- 
nominie Nation. And the Oneida, Tuscarora, and St. Regis Na¬ 
tions of Indians, do promise and a;;ree to, and with the Menom¬ 
inie Nation, to pay to llii ni, the Mi noniinies, the sum of onethocK 
sand dollars in one year from the date hereof, and also one thousand 
dollars in two years from the date hereof^—the whole to he paid iri 
goods ; the which respective sums are to be a lull and complete 
recompense and compensation liar the lands hereby reded, released 
fcnd quit claimed to the Stockbridge, Oneida, Tuscarora, St. Regia 
and Munsee Nations.

August 1821, which lies south of Fox River, and aline drawn 
from the south western extremity of said purchase to the head of 
Sturgeon Bay, and no further; that quantity being deemed sutti- 
rient lor the use of the first before meutioned I'ribes, and Nations of 
Indians. It is to be understood however, that the lands to the ces¬ 
sion of which to the tribes or nations aforesaid the government has 
assented, are to be held by them, in the same manner, as they were 
held by the Meiiominies previous to concluding, and signing the a- 
foregoing instrument; and that the title which they have acquired 
is not to lulerlere m any inuiiuer whatever, with the lands previous¬ 
ly iirqinred or occupied by the Government of the United Slates, 
or its (uiizens.

dians by the Treaty of which this is a copy to which we cordially a- 
gree. We say received by us, in behall' of the Menominie Nation 
Tribe or Nntiori of Indians above mentioned. In Witness wiiereof 
we have hereunto set our hands the day, and year, above written.

By the approbation on the back, it will be seen 
that it was but partially confirmed ; this was owing 
to the representations of disaffscted French and 
others at Green Bay; of whoso influence Mr. 
Trowbridge* speaks in his report on the Treaty of 

1821, to his Excellency Gov. Cass.f 

The Chiefs of the 8ix Nations were not wholly 
satisfied with this partial ratification, but on being 
informed that they would be permitted to occupy 
any part ceded by the Treaty, concluded to lot it 
rest, having received every assurance from Gov.^n- 
ment that their newly Required pqssessiooa, at least 
such parts as had received the sauction of the Pres¬ 
ident, were theirs. The following extract of a 
letter from the Secretary of War, in answer to a 
petition of the Six Nations, praying that the whole 
of the Treaty of 1822 might be ratified, is hero eub- 
Diitted. 

To the Chiefs and Head Men of the Onondaga, Seneca, Tusearo- 
ra, Oneida and Stockbridge 'Tribes or Nations, of Indians re¬ 
siding in New Tork. 

Brothers, 

I have received your Memorial in a letter from 
your friend Mr. Ellis, representing that you have 
received information that your Green Bay Treaty^ 
held last season with your brethren the MeDomi-'

tempts, and I have the pleasure further to state that the Menomin- 
iea appear to bo much pleased with the bargain, and their new 
neighbors.”

Brothers, 

In answer to your Memorial T have to say, fhat 
you had the free consent u! tour father the Presi¬ 
dent, to I f>ld the I'leaiy whicfi you have concluded 
with the Menominies, and he hus not now tf.e least 
objection to the airang*nieni which has t een enter¬ 
ed into between you and the Mentuninies in its ful¬ 
lest extent. * * * * Vour great 

father ilie President, wishes you distinctly to un¬ 
derstand that he does not mean by the porhai sane- 
ti n wl.it h he has or may give to the atraiigenient 
between you and the MenoioinieSj to interfere with 
or in any manner invalidate your title to all the lauds 
w*^ich you have thereby acquired including those 
not confrmed, as well as tl.ose co’^firmed by the 
Government. On the contrary he considers your 
title to every part of the country conveyed to you 
by the Mcnominies as tqually valid against them, 
and he has no objections to your occupying and u 
sing th** same, as it the whole hud been confirmed 
by the Government. 

Brothers, 

I take this occasion to repeat to you the assuran- 
ces, that all who niav choose to change their resi¬ 
dence, will continue to receive the same protection 
and friendship from the Government as they did 
whilst they resided in New York, and that their re¬ 
moval will in no wise change the relation in which 
they previously stood to the Government.

From the foregoing documents, it must appear 
to every candid person, that We, the Six Nations, 
Stockbridge and others, had fairly and honorably 
acquirod, a title to our lands, specified in the Trea¬ 
ties, at least so far as ratified hy the President;— 
and that the government was pledged in the moat 
unqualified manner, to sustain us iu our oew posses* 
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sions. The many protniHes and engaq:emeDf8 of' 
the Government, only a part of which are here ad¬ 
duced ; we believe to have been duly authorized, 
and that the woo l faith of the Nation was most sin¬ 
cerely and s )lomnly pledtjed to us. It is true, that 
some of our friends auw-rpsted the propriety of 
brinwin^ these Treaties before the Senate of the U. 
S. for its concurrence, but the fdllowinsf extract of 
a letter fro(n the Secretary of War, to Solomon U. 
Hendrick, “Dated, Department of War 22nd Nov., 
1821,” deferred us from so doinw, 

“ I am much pleased that the Delewateg from tho 
Moheicnn, or Stockhrid(re Nation, have sucoeeded 
in their mission to the Indians in the neighborhood 
of Green Bay, to the satisfaction of the Nation.— 
The Treaty conducted by the Delegates with tha 
Menominies and Winnebagoes, ts approved by the 
President, which is ALL the ratification that is ne¬ 
cessary, as those t'rea'ies only to which the United 
Stales are, a party, require the addition of the : 
SANG nOV of the SENATE.’" 

We therefore know of no further assurance or 
transaction necessary^ either on the part of the Gov¬ 
ernment. or our Brethren at Green Bay, to make 
our title to those lands valid; to have it acknowl¬ 
edged to ha in us, “ the same aa the Government 
acknowledges the title of all friendly Indian 
Tribes.” And we thought abundant care had been 
taken “tofurnisti the Government with its metes 
and bounds, so that in Treaties it should hold 
thereafter with other Tribes, our lands might not 
be grante:f away by them:’" especially as the A- 
gents, apooioted to superintend the negociation on 
the part of the S-, were instructed to assist in 
defining and making the lines of our new posses-- 

sions. 

What we now complain of, as most unheard.of 
injustice is, that an attefnpt has been made to de¬ 
prive us of a great portion of these very larrds with¬ 
out consultin r, or even inviting us. to the Treaty, 
we refer to the Treaty of August 1827. It is with 
rtluctaaaa we refer to this Treaty, but we feel con- 
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•trained to notice seme of the proceedings during 
its prosfresi. The followino; extracts are from the 
minutes taken down at the time by a gentleman 
who attended this Treaty. “ AAer the Treaty waa 
opened, and Governor L. Cams had presented three 
or four subjects to occupy the attention of the coun¬ 
cil, he (the Gov.) said,” “we have observed for some 
“time, the Menotninies to bo in a bad situation as 
“ to their Chiefs. There is no one, that we can talk 
“to, as head of the Nation.—If any thing should 
“ happen, we want 8on3e man who has authority in 
“the nation, to whom we can look. You appear to. 
“ us like a flock of geese without a leader, some fly 
“one way, and some another. To morrow at the 
“opening of thecoiineil, we shall appoint a prinoi- 

“ pal Chief of the Menotninies ;-we shall make 

“enquiry this afternoon, and try to select the prop- 
“er man. We shall give him the medal, and shall 
“ expect the Menominies will respect him.” (Adj.) 

“August 7th. Two young men were called in 
“front of the Commissioners, (one was called Ois 
“coes alias Claw, the other was called Carron) 
“ Col. T. L. McKenny, made (hem a speech on the 
“ subject of the important station they were chosen 
“ to fill, and advising them as to their future conduct. 
“ He told them they were in future Americans.”*— 
“He put the medals round their necks, &.o. &c.—» 
“The younger of the two (called Ois coss, or the 
“Claw, was constituted first or Head Chief:”t 
this waa to be the man that was to be the future or¬ 
gan of communication between the Menominies 
and the Commissioners. 

The Treaty waa then made in some private con¬ 
ferences, by which the Menominie Nation ceded to 
the U. 8. all that tract or parcel of land commencing 
Dear Grassy point, at the Head; of Green Bay, and

six milps wide, on enoh side of Fox Fiver, 
and up the same to the upper part of the Grand 
Kaecalin, a distance of about 26 miles; which will 
include the settlement of the Oneida Indians, on the 
west side of Fox River, and a partof the settlement 
of the 8tockhrid{;e Indiana, this being on the east 
side of the River, also including the location of the 
Brothertown Indians.* We appeal to reason, equi 

* .\lthpiigh otir brethren the Brothertown Indians, were not in* 
eluded in the original Treaties made hy us, tlie several tribes ot N. 
York Indians, with the Winnebago and Menominie Indians ; yet, 
by anagreement of ours, the said several tribes of N. York Indiana, 
w'ith the Brothertown Indians, they, the Brothertown Indians have 
become very deeply interested in the purchases, and the sure 
tenure of these lands, as the following articles of the said agree 
ment will show.

That the parties of the first part for and in con¬ 
sideration of the payment of nine hundred and fifty dollars paid to 
the Menominie Tribe or Nation of Indians, residing at Green Bay 
and on the Fox River, in the Territory of Michigan, by the said 
William Dick, George Sampson, Paul Dick, George Scipio, Daniel 
Dick and David Towcey, deputies appointed as aforesaid, iho 
which payment is hereby confessed and acknowledged by the par¬ 
ties of the first part, said nine hundred and fifty dollars being in 
part payment of the amount of purchase money, due from the said 
Oneida, St. Regis and Tuscarora Tribes or Nations of Indians 
before mentioned, to the Menominie Tribe or Nation aforesaid, for 
lands sold bv the said Menominie Tribe or Nation, to the said Stock- 
bridge, first Christian party of the Oneida, the St. Regis. Tuscarora 
and Munsee Tribes, lying in the vicinity of Green Bay and th# 
Fox River, in the Territory of Michigan, agreeable to the convey¬ 
ance, stipulation, covenant and agreement made in a treaty entered 
into by the aoid Stockhridge, Oneida, Tuscarora, St. Regis and 
Munsee Tribes or Nations, bv their deputies authorized for that 
purpose, and the Chiefs and Head Men of the Menominie Trib« 
or Nation before mentioned. Dated the twunty-third day of Sep- 
tomher, in the year of our Lord ono thousand eight hundred and 
twenty two.

Wo now therefore prav the Chief Council of ihe 
Nation, to listen patiently to our petition, to consid¬ 
er the solemn promises that have been so repeated¬ 
ly made to us:—the j^reat expense which both the 
Govern,inent and we have been at, to accomplish 
theobject of concentratinfr otjr scattered Tribes, thus 
far ;—we hope it will not bo torcfotten, that we were

CURE AGAINST THE EFFEC TS OF VlOf.ENCE AND 
INJUS nCE, a«d the efforts of the Government to improve their 
condition, would be rendered less dijfir.ult and expensive'J'* all of 
which must fail of its intended effect, if we be com¬ 
pelled to remove We pray them to consider how 
olteu we have been chased from our possessions up¬ 
on |)rofessions of friendship, and how effectually the 
confidence of their faithful friends the Indians in 
mo Nation’s promises, must be destroyed, if this 
measure be not arrested.—We pray not only to have 
this Treaty set aside, but to have a law passed, get¬ 
ting off the lands granted and ratified to us in our 
treaties with the Menominies and Witinebajioes, 
for our and their benefit forever—and so establish¬ 
ed to the various tribes interested ia them, that it 
may not he lawful for the United Silates or any oth¬ 
er authority to pu.chase ihem from us while Indians 
are Indiana. Then shall we feel assured that the 
professions of (government were made in sober ear¬ 
nest ; that in all this busines.s of several years, it has 
not been mocking us with illusions to beguile us of 
our scanty possessions in New York, but has, like 
an artectionate parent, sought the best good of its 
dutiful chiiffren. I'hen shall we see a rational con¬ 
sistency in its expending large sums annually for the 
civilization o?^.Indians, which is only sporting with 
their misery, if they are every few years to be driv¬ 
en back to the savage wilds. We leave our causa, 
to us of the most vital finportance, in the hands of 
wisdom, and integrity believing that abundance 
of both are fo be found ir» the Chief Council of the 
Atnerican Nation, asking* only for that clemency 
and justice which a fai 
claims must deinand.
